Purnose oflnsnection:
This was a first time inspection of the site.

InsDection Summarv:

The site has previous disturbance from unknown operators. No recent disturbance was evident based on
the vegetation growing within the existing pits and trenches. Research of the permit showed 1.5 acres of
disturbance, based on mining within three areas. The bond submitted as an LOC with the original permit
through the BLM, was S2,700 and is no longer adequate. A revised updated bond in the amount of
S10,200 will need to be submitted by the operator before commencing operations or the permit be
revoked.
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Conclusions and Recommendations:

The orginal reclamation surety amount has not been escalated since 2004 and based on a permit disturbance
of 1.5 acres, the current surety amount would be $10,200. Ed Ginuvous of the BLM concurs with this amount
as evidenced by a recent letter from the BLM.
